Where else can you find five-way barbed- 
wire table matches like you'll see in John Rambo’s 
National Wrestling League ... or the Lucha Libre- 
inspired wackiness of CHIKARA? 

The independent wrestling circuit is more than 
just a breeding ground for potential WWE and 
TNA talent (though the superstars of tomorrow 
are likely refining their skills on the indy circuit at 
this very moment). I's also a vast network of dif- 
ferent promotional philosophies, matchmaking 
concepts, and styles. Every independent promo- 
tion has a different look, a different feel, and a dif- 
ferent attitude. On the indy scene, you can expect 
to see just about anything: wrestlers dressed as 
Spider-Man (Erie Professional Wrestling) or wear- 
ing gorilla suits (World of Hurt Wrestling); old- 
fashioned, no-frills submission-based grappling 
(Pro Wrestling IRON); women wrestlers doing 
Hulk Hogan impressions (any federation featuring 
Tiffani Monroe); and obese wrestlers so obsessed 
with food that they get distracted by hunger pains 
in mid-match (Capital City Wrestling). 


i NDEPENDENT WRESTLING IS alive and well 


Of course, you can also find some of the best, 
most athletic, and most innovative wrestling any- 
where on indy cards. Unlike their major league 
counterparts, most indy feds aren’t constrained 
by tight TV schedules. You can watch a match 
develop and see an exciting contest go to a time- 
limit draw, even on the undercard. 

Ina sense, independent wrestling is a throw- 
back to the golden age of wrestling, in which 
you could expect to see hard-nosed grappling, 
midget matches, women’s matches—and may- 
be even a wrestling bear or two. In short, some- 
thing for everyone. 

Independent wrestling offers a variety of at- 
tractions. If you feel that WWE's standard TV fare 
is getting too dull and predictable, you owe it to 
yourself to check your local indy fed and see how 
it presents its product. You might find that you 
prefer it to what you typically see on TV. 

And the best part of indy wrestling is that it’s 
local. The guy working behind the counter at 
your local Dollar General could very well be the 
champion of the local independent promotion. 
Indy wrestlers usually have day jobs and squeeze 
in shows on weekends and off days, traveling 
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hours to and from home fo bust their tails in front 
of 200 to 300 fans {or less) in high school gyms, 
American Legion Posts, and fire halls. I's not the 
miniscule payouts that those athletes are all 
about—if's a genuine love for professional wres- 
ling. l’s a passion to entertain fans and tell a 
compelling story inside the squared circle. Really, 
ifs the same thing that drives all wrestlers, wheth- 
er theyre pulling down a six-figure salary or 
fighting for pizza and a bar tab. 

And you never know when you might come 
across a young wrestler on his way to greatness. 
After all, it wasn’t that long ago that John Cena 
and Randy Orton were foiling away in relative 
obscurity in Ohio Valley Wrestling, and Petey 
Williams was experimenting with what would be- 
come the Canadian destroyer piledriver in com- 
munity centers throughout Ontario. 

This year’s Guide To Wrestling is our most 
comprehensive effort to date. Over 160 different 
promotions from all over the world are profiled in 
these pages. Because of the sheer volume of pro- 
files, the editors decided to repackage the Guide 
into a neat digest format, one that’s sure to have

iy TNA has given up its weekly two-hour, 
Wednesday night pay-per-view broadcasts in 
favor of a more traditional three-hour, monthly 
Sunday night pay-per-view schedule. A limited 
house show schedule could be in the works as well. 

All of these changes are positive steps toward 
making TNA a more viable entity in today’s wres- 
ling marketplace. No matter how gutsy the move 
originally was, the weekly PPV system was one 
that simply couldn’t sustain itself over the long 
term. In fact, TNA should be commended for last- 
ing as long as it did under that system. Most in- 
dustry insiders predicted that the promotion 
would fold within six months (some said within 
six weeks). Now, more than fwo years later, it's 
still going (it’s losing money, but it's still going) 
and finally doing exactly what it needs to do to 
have a chance fo succeed. 

I¥s going to take a while, 
but if TNA stays the course, 
its monthly PPV schedule 
has a chance to pay divi- 
dends. Instead of having fo 
worry about making each 
and every Wednesday night 
better than the previous one, 
TNA matchmakers should 
now be able to concentrate 


on long-term feuds that 
build up over a few weeks 
and—gasp!—possibly even 
a few months time! They 
won'thave to hot shot match- 
es every week or fill weeks 
with events like the Ameri- 
ca’s Cup Tournament, either. 

TNA can finally use 
Impact the way WWE uses 
Raw and Smackdown—to 
build up to special events, 
something that ithadn’t been 
able to do before, because 
when you're asking your 
fans to spend $10 every 
week fo see your big PPV 
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show—every PPV show had better be special 

Is not going to be easy, though. ae 
needs a better time slot than it currently has (Sun- 
day morning is said to be a distinct possibility) in 
order fo get more people to at least sample TNA, 
and the house show concept, while ambitious, 
isn’t what the promotion needs at the moment— 
especially with WWE already suffering from lack- 
luster ticket sales. TNA would be better off letting 
its wrestlers work the independent circuit and for- 
going the booking fee that they're currently charg- 
ing i t promotions to use TNA-coniract- 
ed talent. IF pay-per-view buy rates sfart fo rise, 
maybe then a house show schedule would be 
called for, but for the moment, it would be an un-

es . In recent years, it's spawned one 
Raw and one Smackdown champion (Randy Or- 


ton and Brock Lesnar), a number of Raw and 
Smackdown tag feam champions, and a plethora 
of guys who now wrestle on the mid-card or 
undercard level in WWE. 

Unfortunately, it's not enough—not by a long 
shot. With all due respect fo Cornette and Davis, 
they can't do it by themselves. While they have a 
number of trainers who help them run OVW, 
Davis and Cornette are only two men. 

When it came fo getting a wrestler ready for 
the big time, you really couldn't beat the old terri- 
forial system. Whether you liked it or not, if a 
wrestler fought through it and signed with the 
WWF, he was almost always ready. 

That's not always the case in today’s WWE. 
How many times have we seen a WWE develop-

mental wrestler get promoted fo the main roster, 
only fo soon return fo OVW? It happened fo Heid- 
enreich, Shaniqua, Mordecai, Matt Morgan, and, 
most recently, John Hennigan (Johnny Nitro). All of 
these men were introduced fo either Raw-or 
Smackdown, and they all made quick exits. Only 
Heidenreich has managed to return to the main 
roster, and we're still not sure he’s ready. 

WWE's other attempts at finding new talent 
haven't worked for the best, either. Sure, there are 
five Tough Enough alumni on the main roster, but 
Miss Jackie and Nidia only occasionally wrestle, 
Josh Matthews holds a microphone, and Christo- 
pher Nowinski is a political correspondent thanks 
fo post-concussion syndrome. Maven works hard, 
but he’s not becoming the main-eventer WWE had 
hoped he would be. And now they're offering a 
WWE contract worth $1-million over four years fo 
the winner of this revamped Tough Enough? 

Sure, it'll draw some attention, but it’s hard 
___ to imagine how veterans who 
~ | are having a hard time getting 
by on their downside guaran- 
fees are going to treat a green 
rookie with a $1-million con- 
tract. By the end of his WWE 
tenure, the winner may wish 
} he had never entered the com- 
petition.

we 6s By_ adding a second and 
third developmental territory, 
WWE would be able to ensure 
that its developmental wrestlers 
pick up different things from 
different people and get the op- 
portunity to wrestle a number 
of different opponents—and in. 
front of fans who act and influ- 
ence matches differently. WWE 
would be able to evaluate their 
skill sets under different circum- 
stances and then, based on 
their weaknesses, route them 
through the appropriate devel- 
opmental territory. It might cost 
a litle more money, but there’s 
no doubt that it would be 
money well spent. 
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4. Could WWE hurt its business 
by running too many pay-per-views? 


AS TNA restructures for success by reducing 
the number of pay-per-views it’s running, WWE 
is slowly expanding its pay-per-view schedule. 
In June and July, WWE had single-brand pay- 
per-views on June 13, June 27, and July 11. This 
fall, WWE PPVs were scheduled for September 
12 (Raws Unforgiven), October 3 (Smack- 
down’s No Mercy), and October 19 (Raw’s Ta- 
boo Tuesday). In case you're not keeping score, 
that’s three pay-per-views in just over five weeks 
time, which is a lot of pay-per-view to purchase. 
And if you don’t believe us, go find your local 
TNA representative. He'll back us up. 

Of course, ever since WWE decided to pursue 
the brand extension, virtually everyone who fol- 
lows wrestling knew that the promotion would 
eventually attempt fo run one Raw and one Smack- 
down pay-per-view per month (or at least most 
months). If you could go back and look at a list of 
initiatives that Vince McMahon wanted fo pursue 
following the start of the brand extension, we're 
sure that running two pay-per-views per month 
would've been at the very. 
fop. After all, ifs probably 
WWE's most important rev- 
enue stream, and <if Mc- 
Mahon believes he can max- 
imize the profits by running 
an extra pay-per-view each 
month, it's going to happen. 

The question is this, 
though: Could too many 
pay-per-views hurt WWE's 
business? Could having 
two pay-per-views in vir- 
tually every month be a 
bad thing? OF course it 
could. Those three single- 
brand PPVs in June and 
July drew an average of 
about 240,000 (Wrestle- 
Mania XX, to put things in 
some. perspective, drew 
more than three times that 
number). That's a relative- 
ly low figure, but still 
enough to earn WWE a 
profit on the shows. 


WWE is going fo continue to give the new 
PPV schedule a trial run. IF it works, WWE will 
continue with the amped up schedule. But for it 
to work, Creative is going to have to be at its 
best. It's going fo have fo create more stars on 
both brands, and as JBL has shown, fans don’t 
always accept hastily created new stars just be- 
cause you ask them to do so. 

If WWE finds that these extra pay-per- 
views are hurting the bottom line, McMahon 
will reduce the schedule back fo once a month 
quicker than he can scream out, “You're fired!” 

Realistically, WWE isn’t taking a huge risk 
by running more pay-per-views. Sure, if the buy 
rates fall off significantly, it will lose money on 
the front end, but we're sure McMahon would 
consider that money well-spent. After all, he has 
fo find out if the market can bear a more ambi- 
tious WWE pay-per-view schedule—and there’s 
only one way for him to do that. 

Only by running more PPVs can WWE find 
out whether it should keep running more.

: fans, the allure of going fo the 
naichés isn’t what it used to be. For proof of this, 
all you have to do is look at WWE's financial fig- 
ures for the quarter ending July 30, 2004. Despite 
running five more events during this quarter than 
during the same period the year before, live event 
revenues were down $200,000. Also, average 
attendance at the company’s North American live 
events was approximately 3,800—a dropoff of 
about 900 from the same period the year before. 

These aren’t good figures for WWE, be- 
cause it means that most fans are getting their 
fill by watching Raw and Smackdown on TV. 
They don’t feel the need to part with their money 
to go see the matches in person. WWE has tried 
numerous tactics to turn this trend around ... 
and hasn’t had much success. Fans called the 
event ticker running along the bottom of their TV 
screens an annoyance, and tickets sales haven't 
been boosted by WWE's camcorder campaign 
that occasionally shows highlights of the previ- 
ous weekend's tour stops, either. 

To combat this downturn in North American

ticket sales, WWE has increasingly turned to 
overseas tours to help boost the bottom line. The 
fours, which have included recent stops in Great 
Britain, Germany, Asia, and Australia, are ex- 
tremely profitable. Not only do the tours pack 
arenas, but WWE cashes in by charging inter- 
national fans almost double what a North 
American fan would pay for the same seat: The 
average North American ticket price is approx- 
imately $37, while the average international 
ticket price is a whopping $72! 

No wonder WWE is constantly loading up its 
wrestlers and flying them around the world. 

Ah, but there’s the rub: the travel. WWE wres- 
lers already travel foo much, They're on the road 
more often than an salesman, so much so 
that Brock Lesnar cited the hectic travel schedule as 
one of the main reasons he left wrestling. Veterans 
lament the fravel, too. After being on the road for 
so many years, it doesn’t take long for them to 
become weary of airplane food and hote! sheets. 
Though they thoroughly enjoy performing in front 
of large, excitable, wrestling-starved crowds and 
the nice paydays 
said crowds pro- 
vide, they'll be the 
first fo admit that 
the international 
tours take their toll. 
They sop energy, 
and the long flights 
back home rob the 
body of precious 
recovery _ time, 
which can lead fo 
more injuries. 

WWE—and 
especially WWE 
wrestlers—would 
probably be better 
off if it kept the 
amount of its in- 
ternational events 
status quo, but 
WWE already has 
plans for a major 
global expansion 
initiative. 
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6. Will WWE's 24/7 video-on-tlemand 
service appeal to a broad market? 


The answer to this question 
depends on your definition of the 
word “broad.” If by broad, you 
mean mainstream, then, no, 
WWE's 24/7 VOD service won't 
appeal to a broad market. It's 
not going to become the next 
must-have television gizmo or 
the service that every cable pro- 
vider must provide as part of its 
package fo please customers. 
After all, we're talking about 
wrestling, which has always been 
somewhat of a niche sport. 

However, if by broad you 
mean that it might reach lost gen- 
erations of wrestling fans who 
haven't followed the sport closely 
for years (possibly decades) but 
who might order an old match fea- 
turing one of their favorite wrestlers 
from their youth and then get 
hooked back into it, well then, yes, 
it could have broad appeal. 

Now, how broad the numbers 
have to be in order for the VOD 
service to be successful is another 
story entirely, Right now, nobody's 
sure, but WWE isn’t foo worried 
that this thing is going fo fail. 

With more than 75,000 hours 
of programming from more than 
four decades of wrestling action to 
pull from, the VOD service should 
attract a cornucopia of wrestling 
fans. There's no lack of source 
material, that’s for sure—especially now that the 
company owns the rights to footage from prior 
competitors such as the old NWA, WCW, and 
ECW. In fact, at this point in time, WWE owns a 
rather large chunk of North American wrestling’s 
recorded history—and much of what the compa- 
ny doesn’t own it is aggressively pursuing. Of 
course, we don’t know exactly what options the 
service will provide, but the possible applications 
are astounding. It certainly seems to have the 
potential to trace a wrestler’s career from one pro- 
motion to the next and virtually from beginning fo

end. Talk about an original kind of biography! For 
long-time wrestling fans who were unable to follow 
a favorite wrestler from promotion to promotion, 
the VOD service might turn out to be the kind of 
innovation that will keep them glued to their couch 
es for several hours a week. 

Yes, fan interest and purchases will come. With 
decades of wrestling lore just a click away, there’s 
little doubt that WWE's 24/7 service will be a 


money-making success. 
If it accomplishes anything else, WWE should 
just consider it gravy. 
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7-fs Kurt Angle on the verge of retirement? 


Kurt Angle is all kinds of busted up. He can no 
longer hear out of his left ear, has nerve damage 
im his face, and has had six knee surgeries, a dis- 
located shoulder, and torn ligaments in his ankle. 

Oh yeah, don’t forget about the famed bro- 
ken neck. 

His wife, Karen, doesn’t think that he should 
continue on. She says she fears for his health, and 
in doing so fears for the future of their marriage. 
She’s been known to say that if he keeps wrestling, 
he might wind up in a wheelchair. 

As much as we'd like to tell her that she’s 
wrong, that she has nothing to fear, we can’t. 
Evidence to the contrary has been in our face on 
an almost-weekly basis for the past few years. Just 
think about Angle's erratic in-ring schedule. He’s 
been on the inactive roster just as much as he’s 
been on the active roster—and every time he pro- 
claims his fragile neck to be close to 100 percent,

it inevitably fails him and forces him back into the 
doctor's office. 

You don’t think he really wanted to be the 
Smackdown general manager, do you? 

For his part, Angle loves the spotlight, As one 
of WWE's few proven main event stars, he loves all 
the attention he receives and the feeling of impor- 
tance he derives from his position. He loves per- 
forming in front of audiences even more. Its a thrill 
that he can’t find anywhere else—and it's a thrill 
that's enticing enough to keep him coming back for 
more, even though he’s already made more than 
enough money to retire on and could live out the 
rest of his days in relative peace and harmony with- 
out strapping on the boots even one more time. 

Angle's current plans call for him to wrestle 

ree more years—and only three more years, but 
of course that’s what he’s saying now. He might say 
all the right things and might actually be planning 
to retire three 
years from now, 
but he’s also the 
kind of guy who 
won't ever be able 
to shake wres- 
fling out of his 
system. He may 
think he'll be able 
fo, and his wife 
hopes that he'll 
be able to, but 
Angle was born 
fo wrestle. It's the 
only thing that 
he’s ever known, 
and it's one of his 
true passions. He 
won't give it up 
unless he’s forced 
fo do so. 

Basically, An- 
gle will wrestle as 
long as his body 
will allow him to 
and even then 
maybe a_ bit 
longer—whether 
that’s what's best 


for him or not. 
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8. Will Bret Hart and Bruno Sammartino 
reconcile their differences with Vince McMahon? 


At this point, with Vince Mc- 
Mahon holding a virtual monop- 
oly on the wrestling business in 
North America, anyone who is 
on the fringe of the business and 
wants fo re-establish his good 
name needs to do so through 
WWE, because ifs the only pro- 
motion powerful enough to help 
a former wrestler make a come- 
back in the public eye. 

Hart's relationship with Mc- 
Mahon has been acrimonious 
going back to the Survivor Series 
screw job, and the death of 
Harts brother Owen less than 
two years later made things un- 
derstandably worse. However, 
we believe a Hart-McMahon re- 
conciliation will happen. They’ve 
already spoken on numerous 
occasions, and Hart desperately 
wants to have some closure on 
his career—especially following 
the post-concussion syndrome 
and stroke that combined to end 
it prematurely. McMahon can 
give him that closure. 

Hart still wants to be a hero I 
fo wrestling fans, which means 
that he needs McMahon more than McMahon 
needs him. And that is why these two will reconcile 
and we will see at least one final appearance in 
WWE by the “Hitman.” 

Sammartino is another story entirely. His 
disdain for McMahon is long-standing, going 
all the way back to 1987, when he left the com- 
pany for the final time. He hates what wrestling 
has become, and he lays the majority of the 
blame at McMahon's feet. Over the years, he’s 
outright refused to have anything to do with 
McMahon or his promotion. 

Until a few months ago, that is. 

This past July, McMahon and Sammartino 
had a meeting in which McMahon pitched the 
former WWF champion an announcing position 
with WWE's forthcoming 24/7 video-on-demand 
feature. The fact that Sammartino agreed to the 


meeting was astonishing to people who have fol- 
lowed this relationship. But there is a catch: 
Sammartino would only consider coming back if 
he could do so on his own terms. And part of that 
includes being able to continue to speak out about 
the evils of steroid and drug abuse within the busi- 
ness. Still, the mere fact that Sammartino, who is 
financially stable, would ie consider taking 


the position is a real 


McMahon's. incentive S “reconcile with Hort 
and Sammartino is simple: When he finally retires, 
he wants fo be remembered as wrestling’s grand 
old man, and in order to do that, he believes that 
the fewer naysayers he has, the better. He’s al- 
ready reconciled with rivals such as Jesse Ventura 
and Superstar Graham. By reconciling with Hart 
and Sammartino, he'd have two fewer high-pro- 
file ex-wresilers willing to soil his legacy. 
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when WWE mandated that its 
one down excessive ring violence and 
igh spotdriven matches, much of the 
wrestling media scoffed at the idea. After all, how 
were fans, who had begun to view TLC matches 
and other inherently dangerous specialty matches 
as regular Monday and Thursday night fare, 
going to adjust to.a WWE that focused on mat 
work, ring generalship, and, in general, slower- 
paced matches? Most of us believed that it could- 
n't be done, that fans—and even some of the 
wrestlers—would reject WWE's changes and 
eventually force the company to reverse field and 
give us the over-the-top matches that we had got 
fen accustomed to watching. 

The beginning was rough. The wrestlers tried 
fo adjust, but then they started hearing from man- 
agement that some of their matches were losing 
the fans. This led some of the wrestlers to revert to 
high spot form, but when they did so, they found 
management ready with a quick reprimand. Torn 
between how they were expected to perform and 
what their performances were meant to accom- 
plish, the wrestlers 
found themselves 
ata loss. 

The fans didn’t 
make it easy on 
them. As more and 
more headlocks, 
armbars, and front 
facelocks began 
making their way 
into the matches, 
fans started rain- 
ing down chants 
of “Boring!” more 
and more often. 
Most of them did- 
n't know — that 
WWE had asked 
its wrestlers to slow 
down the tempo, 
and the ones who 
did know didn’t

had come to accept as the norm. 

But then Eddie Guerrero captured the Smack- 
down championship and Chris Benoit captured the 
Raw fitle. These two technical geniuses led the way 
for WWE's new style. By showing us how proper 
ly executed matches wrestled in the classic catch- 
as-catch-can style can steal a show multiple nights 
and weeks in a row, they proved that bouts don’t 
have to filled with high spots or blood fo be rivet- 
ing. By the end of their respective championship 
reigns, Guerrero and Benoit had done-a lot to re- 
educate a whole generation of wrestling fans, and 
in doing so, they probably extended the careers of 
many a young wrestler. The fans bought info their 
showmanship, their athleticism, and, most of all, 
their in-ring conduct. Their hard work now allows 
Randy Orton to defend his Raw championship 
without becoming some sort of whirling dervish 
while at the same time making occasional high 
spots exciting again. 

Yes, most of the fans have accepted WWE's 
new style—and WWE has Guerrero and Ben- 
oit to thank. 


Slower matches don’t have to be boring 
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10. Has the media overstated the negative 
when reporting the state of the sport? 


Everywhere you look, the wrestling media is 
coming down hard on the state of the sport. You'll 
read complaints about how not enough young 
wrestlers are getting a chance to break through to 
the tops of cards. You'll read how WWE's ticket 
sales and pay-per-view buy rates are down—and 
that WWE isn’t prepared fo combat the situation. 
You'll read how TNA has no future despite the fact 
that it has already lasted longer than any of us ex- 
pected it to and has just reorganized in order fo 
give itself a better chance at long-term viability. 

Heck, you'll even read about how surefire star 
acts (such as John Cena) need to reinvent them- 
selves or face the possibility of becoming passe. 

Rarely do you read at how sirong the state of 
wrestling is these days—despite the fact that 
WWE's profits are up, WWE's ratings are still rel- 
atively strong for their time slots, and WWE's clos- 
est competitors, such as TNA and Ring of Honor, 
both survived very tumultuous periods and now 
look healthier than ever. 

So, yes, the media has greatly overstated the 
negative when reporting the state of the sport in 
recent years. Let's face facts: 

eWWES ticket sales and pay-per-view buy 
rates may be down, but profits are up—and the 
promotion is actively pursuing other ways to bol- 


ster its bottom line. I's expanding its international 
touring schedule (which, as we've already ex- 
plained, does come with a down side), releasing a 
slew of books and DVDs, and launching an on- 
demand digital cable service that many wrestling 
fans, both young and old, are going to have a 
hard time resisting. Ka-ching! 

eWith the backing of Fox Sports Net and its 
new monthly pay-per-view schedule, TNA should 
be able to reinvigorate itself and finally define 
what kind of wrestling promotion it wants fo be, 

¢There are new stars aplenty these days! Cena 
might not be peaking right now, but he's still one of 
the hottest acts around. Randy Orton just captured 
the Raw championship and is now Raw's flagship 
performer. A.J. Styles continues to prove that he’s 
the best North American wrestler outside of WWE. 
Other wrestlers, like Ring of Honor’s Samoa Joe, 
Austin Aries, and Bryan Danielson, TNA's Sonjay 
Dutt and Alex Shelley, and WWE's Rene Dupree 
and Shelton Benjamin are just a hop, skip, and a 
jump away oming prime-time players. 

Wrestling has fallen from the high of the boom 
period for sure, but that doesn’t mean the sport is 
in grave danger.

THE SCOOP: During the past 12 months, WWE 
has taken significant steps to ensure that Raw re- 
ins the promotion’s Hagship brand ... In 2003, 
Raw earned a reputation as the WWE brand in 
which more emphasis was placed on storylines 
and interviews, while Smackdown {with in-ring 
performers like Chris Benoit, Eddie Guerrero, and 
Kurt Angle) had established itself as WWE's home 
for superb technical wrestling and more athletic 
competition ... However, the postWrestleMania 
XX exodus of main event talent and the 
of Chris Benoit and Randy Orton as viable head- 
liners have helped the Raw brand reinvent itself... 
Bill Goldberg managed to wrest the Raw title from 
Triple-H at Unforgiven 2003 and held the title for 
almost three months before dropping it back to 
‘The Game” in a triple threat match (also involy- 
ing Kane) at Armageddon ... At that same card, 
Randy Orton pinned Rob Van Dam to win the In- 
tercontinental title ... Orton’s |-C reign would last 
seven months, making him the longest-reigning In- 
tercontinental champion since The Rock held the 
gold in 1997-'98 ... Orton lived up to his “Legend 
Killer’ nickname by beating Shawn Michaels at 
Unforgiven and then instigating—and dominat- 
ing—a heated feud with hardcore icon Mick Foley 
. At WrestleMania XX, Orton led Evolution 
fecrnmates Botisa and Ric Flair’ to victory over 
Foley and The Rock in a featured match ... Orton 
then beat Foley (as Mankind) in a wild folle celine 
anywhere match at Backlash ... As for Triple-H, 
once he deposed of Goldberg, his focus was en- 


tirely on former best friend Michaels, and the two 
squared off in an intense championship clash at 
the Royal Rumble that ended in a draw ... Then 
the whole Raw tile picture changed when Rumble 
winner Chris Benoit made a surprise appearance 
on Raw and announced he intended to use his 
guaranteed ‘Mania title shot to challenge for the 
Raw tile rather than the Smackdown title ... After 
coming so close fo winning the fille at the Rumble, 
Michaels wasn’t about fo yield the spotlight of 
WrestleMania in a return match, and a triple 
threat match featuring HHH, Benoit, and Michaels 
was signed .,. But while WrestleMania served as 
a platform for Orion's ascension to greatness, it 
also marked the end of HHH's title reign ... Benoit 
finally captured that elusive world tile, scoring a 
submission win over Triple-H in a Match of the 
Year candidate ... Former Raw champion Gold- 
berg faced former Smackdown champion Brock 
Lesnar in what was billed as a battle between two 
of WWE's most dominant forces ... However, 
Goldberg's contract expired alter ‘Mania XX, and 
Lesnar announced he was leaving WWE to try out 
for the NFL, making the match both men’s final 
one for the company ... Both wrestlers were mer- 
cilessly heckled by the fans ... Goldberg scored 
the pin, only fo eat a Stone-Cold stunner from 
guest referee Steve Austin at the end of the match 
.. Ironically, Austin would leave the promotion 
shorily thereafter as well ... Following Backlash, 
both Rock and Foley also went back into semi- 
retirement, leaving a major void at the top of the 
card .... Shelton Benjamin, who was sent from 
Smackdown to Raw via the draft lottery, instanily 
made his mark, scoring back-to-back Raw wins 
over Triple-H and establishing himself as a tue 
contender ... Also freshening up the scene was the 
return of Edge, who had been sidelined from neck 
surgery for more than a year ... Edge defeated 
Kane at Backlash and went on to form a cham- 
pionship tag feam with Benoit ... At Vengeance, 
Edge defeated Orton fo reclaim his Interconti- 
nental championship ... Benoit, meanwhile, 
proved his WrestleMania victory was no fluke by 
again beating Michaels and Hunter in a triple 
threat match at Backlash ... Benoit went on to 
dominate Kane in a brief feud and to score a sin-

The rise of Chris Benoit to the very ' 
top of the Raw card was one of the 
big stories of the first half of the 
year in WWE. But now Randy 
Orton is in the main event mix. 
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gles victory over Triple-H at Vengeance ... Orton 
didn’t let the loss of his -C title curb his momentum, 
and won a battle royal to earn a Raw title shot at 
SummerSlam ... The Benoit-Orton match turned 
out to be a classic—a far cry from the Steiner, 
Goldberg, and Triple-H main events of 2003... In 
athrilling match, Orton connected with the RKO to 
take the match and the Raw fille cleanly ... Orton’s 
victory didn’t sit well with HHH and Evolution, so 
the heel supergroup booted Orton the following 
night on Raw, after Orton again defeated Benoit 
... Affer Orton refused to hand over the Raw fitle 
to Triple-H, he became arguably the most popular 
wrestler on the Raw brand ... Now the feud be- 
tween Orton and HHH promises to be one of the 
most intense and explosive Raw feuds since the 
brand extension ... Perhaps the biggest surprise of 
the year was the debut of OVW mainstay Nick 
Dinsmore, who was introduced as Eric Bischoffs 
mentally challenged nephew, Eugene ... Bischoff 
appoinied the returning William Regal as Eugene's 
caretaker, and Regal began reluctantly training 
Eugene for active competition ... To Regal's sur- 
prise, Eugene turned out fo be a wrestling prodigy, 
and has been more than able to hold his own 
against the likes of Triple-H and Evolution ... 
Another bizarre storyline that has played out on 
Raw is the love triangle between Lita, Kane, and 
Matt .... Lita succumbed to Kane's lusty 
advances in an effort to stop Kane from brutaliz- 
ing Hardy ,., Tests revealed Lita was pregnant, 
and Kane and Hardy argued over which of them 
was the father ... DNA tests apparently showed 
Hardy was not the father, making Kane appear to 
be the man ... Kane beat Hardy in a “Till Death 
Do Us Part Match,” in which the winner would get 
the honor of marrying Lita ... Lita and Kane were 
betrothed live on Raw, but we're pretty sure there 
are going to be a few more wrinkles in this story- 
line before it's all played out ... Hardy suffered a 
torn ACL during the feud and is expected fo be out 
of action for about six months ... Like Smackdown, 
the Raw fag team division remains in a state of flux 
... Former tag champions The Dudley Boyz and 
Rob Van Dam and Booker T were sent to Smack- 
down in the draft loitery ... Actually, Triple-H was 
sent to Smackdown, but was immediately sent 
beck te Row in exchange fo he Dudeys and 
Booker T by Smackdown GM Kurt Angle ... 

mer champions Benoit and Edge and Ric Flair & 
Batista were short-term teams, leaving only La 
Resistance and the makeshift duo of Tajiri and 


Rhyno as the brand's fop tandems, which is a sad 
state of affairs ... Ina matchmaking decision in- 
dicative of the dismal quality of the Raw tag team 
division, there was no Raw tug title match at Sum- 
merSlam ... The women’s division has been more 
competitive, but also flawed in recent months ... 
Prior to WresileMania XX, Molly Holly had been 
the brand's dominant female competitor ... How- 
ever, Molly lost/both her title and her hair to Vie- 
foria, as she was shaved bald by the raven-haired 
beauly at WrestleMania .,. Victoria successfully 
defended her tile against Lita at Backlash but lost 
the title to Trish Stratus in a four-way match at Bad 
Blood ... Stratus tumed heel at WrestleMania 
when she turned against Chris Jericho and helped 
Christian win their grudge match ... But since win- 
ning the title, Stratus has infrequently defended the 
belt (due to a wrist injury) and did not wrestle on 
either the Vengeance or SummerSlam pay-per- 
iews ... In what had fo be considered a low point 
for the women’s division, SummerSlam featured 
the Raw women squaring off against the diva chal- 
lenge hopefuls in a game of dodgeball ... Iron 
ically, the women’s division has never been strong- 
er, os Jazz, Lita, Trish, Victoria, Kim, Nidia, and 
Holly are all now healthy. However, because the 
popular women’s division has been regularly fea- 
tured on Raw and PPV, the fans have seen just 
about every possible women’s matchup, which has 
caused the division fo falter ... Raw newcomer 
Tyson Tomko’s debut was less than impressive, as 
he was dominated by Jericho in his first PPV out- 
ing, Bad Blood ... Christian got a major boost by 
beating Jericho at WrestleMania (and getting Trish 
in the deal), but missed two months due to a back 
injury ... The Intercontinental championship has 
conte betwen Edge and Jericho, and the two 
were on the verge of what could have been one of 
the year’s best feuds when Edge ruptured his groin, 
so now we're back to Jericho vs. Christian ... Scott 
Steiner, who signed with WWE amidst much fan- 
fore in late-2002 and headlined the 2003 Royal 
Rumble agains! Triple-H, was released, and most 
fans have yet to notice ... The announcing team of . 
Jim Ross and Jerry Lawler continues fo be the gold 
standard against which all other announcers are 
measured, while the secondary crew of Jonathan 
Coachman and Al Snow improves steadily ... Ros- 
ey has graduated from his Super Hero In Training 
status and is now:a full-fledged superhero a la his 
mentor, The Hurricane, but even su have 


to fight for face time on Raw these days.

THE SCODP: One year ogo, it would have been 
impossible fo foresee John Bradshaw Layfield as 
the Smackdewn champion ... After all, af this time 
last year, Kurt Angle and Brock Lesnar were bat 
ting for the championship ... Lesnar captured the 
belt by beating Angle in an epic 60-minute “Iron- 
man” match, winning five falls to Angle's four ... 
‘The Next Big Thing” reigned supreme, thanks in 
part to his renewed relationship with adviser Paul 
Heyman throughout the fall and winter ... Lesnar 
successfully defended the tite against The Under- 
taker at No Mercy, thanks to interference by Vince 
McMahon ... That set up a “Buried Alive” match 
between UT and Vinnie Mac at Survivor Series, 
which McMahon managed fo win when Kane 
crossed brands and helped the boss beat “The 
Dead Man” .,. Meanwhile, Chris Benoit drew the 
unfortunate first entry into the 2004 Royal Rumble, 
but he would not be denied, outlasting the compe- 
fition fo win the match and secure a world title bout 
at WrestleMania ... But Benoit had a surprise 
planned and showed up on Raw:to declare that he 
wanted a shot at the Raw belt instead of the 
Smackdown title ... Lesnar proved to be a domi- 
nant force until eventually succumbing to Eddie 
Guerrero at No Way Out ... As unlikely as Guer- 
rero’s win over Lesnar seemed to be at the time, 
Guerrero’s successful title defense against Angle at 
WrestleMania XX erased any lingering doubts 
about whether he was worthy of holding that 
championship ... During that match, Guerrero 
outsmarted Angle, squirming out of his boot to slip 


away from Angle’s anklelock and roll up the bewil- 
dered Olympian to score the pinfall ... But while 
Guerrero exceeded fions against elite 
competitors, he proved vulnerable to the new JBL, 
who Guerrero into a file match by intimi- 
dating Guerrero’s family and inadvertently causing 
the champion's mother to have a heart attack while 
in the ring ... Layfield then found himself in: hot 
water during a tour of Germany when he taunted 
the crowd by goose-stepping around the ring and 
giving a Nazi salute, a gesture that is banned in 
that country ... Because of the contraversy, Layfield 
was fired from his side job as a financial analyst 
for MSNBC, but he also appeared on The Howard 
Stern Show (as well as other mainstream oullets) to 
offer his side of the controversy and fo explain that 
he was merely “playing role” .. Layfield gave 
Guerrero all he could handle at Judgment Day in 
a gory match that saw Guerrero require hospital- 
ization for significant blood loss after the bout ... 
Layfield stunned the critics by beating “Latino 
Heat” and winning the tile in a bullrope match at 
The Great American Bash ... And speaking of de- 
velopments no one could have predicted, Lesnar 
stunned the fans in the days before WrestleMania 
by deciding to retire from wrestling to pursue a 
career in the Nafional Football League ... Both 
Lesnar and his WrestleMania opponent, Bill Gold- 
berg (who was also wrestling his last WWE match 
at ‘Mania XX), were mercilessly booed by the fans 
.. Though Goldberg officially won that match, the 
lasting image was guest referee Steve Austin drop- 
ping both men with Stone Cold stunners, sending 
both WWE defectors out of the company on a 
down note ... The Undertaker made his return 
after being buried alive by Kane at WrestleMania 
XX, re-creating himself by combining the old 
school “Dead Man” persona with the more recent 
“American Bad Ass” ... The combination proved 
effective, as ‘Taker dominated his bald brother and 
remained undefeated at WrestleMania ... Under- 
toker wasn’t interested in being simply a special 
attraction, either, as he feuded with The Dudley 
Boyz and Heyman after they kidnapped Paul 
Bearer... UT defeated both Dudleys in a handicap 
match at Judgment Day, but then inexplicably 
“buried” Bearer in concrete, severing his ties to his 
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rotund manager ... Even “killing” an innocent 
manager wasn't enough to make the fans turn 
against the ‘Taker, as he remained one of Smack- 
down’s most popular performers and emerged as 
the top contender fo Layfield’s championship ... 
Layfield managed fo retain the championship with 
a DQ win over Undertaker at SummerSlam, but 
claimed to have suffered serious injuries in that 
match when he was choke-slammed through the 
roof of his own limousine ... But instead of eam- 
ing @ respite fo rest and recuperate from his “in- 
juries,” new Smackdown General Manager Theo- 
dore Long decreed Layfield’s new protege, Orlan- 
do Jordan, was to defend the fitle against Under- 
taker in Layfield’s stead ... JBL named Jordan his 
“chief of stal”’ ... John Cena continued his ascen- 
sion as the hottest young lion on the Smackdown 
brand, making his fan favorite turn official by join- 
ing Kurt Angle's team at the 2003 Survivor Series 
... Gena put a halt to The Big Show's five-month 
run.as U,S. champion at WrestleMania XX, drop- 
ping Show with a chain shot to the mush ... Cena 
became one of the promofion’s most popular 
wrestlers, tuming back several challenges by Rene 
Dupree, who was sent from Raw to Smackdown in 
the draft lottery ... However, Cena’s problems with 
Angle came back fo haunt him ... Throughout 
Angle's four-month fenure as GM, Angle did 
everything he could to make Cenod’s life miserable, 

vice yersa ... But Angle got the last laugh, 
stripping Cena of the U.S. file ... Angle was fired 
from his position as GM by Vince McMahon when 
it became obvious that Angle was no longer in- 
jured, as he had maintained since being attacked 
by The Big Show ... Angle returned fo the ring 
and showed no signs of ring rust, beating Guer- 
rero in a featured match at SummerSlam and then 
beating him in a bestofthree-falls match on 
Smackdown a few weeks later ... Meanwhile, 
Booker T captured the vacant U.S, file ... But be- 
fore Booker could get too used fo wearing the U.S. 
belt, Long decreed that there would be a best-of- 
five series between Cena and Booker for the 
championship ... The Smackdown tag team divi- 
sion remained turbulent, as no team could thor- 
oughly establish itself as the dominant duo for the 
brand ,.. Charlie Haas found himself as a man 
without a home when the draft lottery sent his tag 
partner, Shelton Benjamin, to Raw ... Haas’ af 
traction fo Jackie Gayda brought him into an 
odd—yet surprisingly effective—association with 
Rico ... The newly fumed heel Dudleys had an 


unremarkable run with the belts before dropping 
them to the unheralded team of Billy Kidman and 
Paul London ... Kidman and London have the po- 
tential to be the dominant team Smackdown has 
so sorely needed, as their good looks and high-fy- 
ing style have drawn comparisons to such teams 
as The Can-Am Connection, Midnight Rockers, 
and The Rock ‘n’ Roll Express ... However, justas 
London and Kidman seemed to be hitting their 
stride, Kidman accidentally injured Chavo Guer- 
rero Jr. with a sloppy shooting star press ... Now 
Kidman seems reluctant fo use the move again for 
fear of seriously injuring another opponent, and 
they promptly dropped the file to Rene Dupree 
and Kenzo Suzuki ... Rey. Misterio Jr—arguably 
the fop cruiserweight wrestler of all-time—finally 
captured the cruiserweight lille in June 2003 be- 
fore dropping the belt to Tajiri ... Misterio re- 
gained the title in December, and Tajiri recruited 
Akio and Sakoda as his henchmen to help him 
solidify his position at the top of the cruiserweight 
division ... But even the best-laid plans crumbled 
in the face of the draft lottery, which sent Tajiri to 
Raw and left Akio and Sakoda without a role. 
Sakoda was soon released, leaving Akio without 
a mentor or a pariner ... Chavo Guerrero Jr. did- 
n't fare well in his feud with Uncle Eddie, but he 
did manage to become the most dominant cruis- 
erweight of the first half of 2004 ... But the cruis- 
erweight tile took a real nosedive in the post 
Chavo period ... First, Chavo let his machismo get 
in the way of his common sense and granted a title 
match to Jacquelyn ... Unfortunately for both 
Chavo and the cruiserweight division, Jacquelyn 
won the belt, but Chavo quickly regained it... But 
things got worse when Chavo's father, Chavo 
Guerrero Sr., won the title by accidentally pinning 
his son in a triple threat match that also involved 
Spike Dudley ... Senior re-christened himself 
Chavo Classic and was in the midst of an odd run 
when he was released by WWE alter missing sev- 
eral scheduled dates ... In his last appearance, 
Classic dropped the belt back fo Misterio ... But 
ee anxious for more classic cos Jr-Misterio 

were sorely disappointed Rey Rey lost 
the belt to the underdog Spike Dudley after inter- 
ference from Buh Buh and D-Von ... Smackdown 
newcomer Heidenreich made an immediate im- 
pact and hopes to challenge for the world fille ... 
"Caribbean Cool” Carlito Colon, son of legendary 
Puerto Rican wrestler Carlos Colon, will make his 
TV debut before this issue goes to press. o

THE SCOOP: The past few months have dramati- 
cally changed the direction of TNA, a promotion 
that launched in June 2002 built on a business 
model of weekly pay-per-view telecasts ... This 
summer, TNA finalized a national cable-TV deal 
with Fox Sports Net and introduced a weekly 
cable television program, Impact, which is taped 
weekly at Universal Studios in Orlando, Florida ... 
To go along with the new TV show and to further 
differentiate the TNA brand from all other wres- 
iling organizations, TNA eliminated the tradition- 
al wrestling ring in favor of a Lucha Libre-influ-

enced six-sided ring, designed fo provide more 
launching points for aerial wrestlers and different 
opportunities for X division competitors ... In late- 
summer, the promotion announced it is abandon- 
ing ifs signature weekly pay-per-views in favor of 
monthly Sunday night PPV events ... As far as the 
action inside of the ring goes, Jeff Jarrett has 
reigned supreme as the NWA champion and self 
proclaimed “King Of The Mountain” since re- 
gaining the fitle from Ron Killings in a “King OF 
The Mountain” match. For several weeks, Killings, 
A.J. Styles, Raven, Chris Harris, and D-Lo Brown 
were forced fo compete in a variety of matches to 
be recognized as the number-one contender ... 
Whenever one man got a shot, he was invariably 
exhausted and at a severe disadvantage against 
Jarrett ... A.J. Styles made the most of the oppor- 
tunity given fo him by Vince Russo and surprised 
Jarrett fo win the championship this spring ... But 
the unconyentional matchmaking that helped 
Jarrett grasp the file with an iron first worked 
against Styles, as he was forced to defend the title 
in non-traditional matches against several oppo- 
nents ...

Michael Shane: After competing all over the 
world, this cocky kid took a steady gig with TNA, 
where he formed a formidable team with Frankie 
Kazarian and Tracy Brooks. He's now one of the 
most hated members of the TNA roster. (10) 
Chris Sabin: “The Future” has come to TNA and 
in a big way. Sabin has ruled the X division since 
his debut. He won the X title—and held it for sev- 
eral months amidst some of the strongest competi- 
tion in any promotion. (9) 

Matt Morgam: Morgan won the OVW heavy- 
weight title and was promoted to the Smackdown 
roster—but he didn’t quite live up to expectations 
under Paul Heyman’s guidance. Morgan was re- 
assigned to OVW for more seasoning. WWE has- 
n’t given up on this youngster yet, though, and still 
has plans for: him. (6) 

Johnny Jeter: i's been status quo for this “Thrill- 
seeker.” He's still one of OVW’s most beloved com- 
petitors, but he’s ready for the callup to the main 
roster. He was recently added to the dark match 
rotation for Raw. (7) 

CM. Punk: I's been a breakout year for this 
Chicago native. He won the Ring of Honor tag 
team championship with Colt Cabana, almost 
goaded Rick Steamboat out of retirement, feuded 
with Raven in TNA, and became one of the top 
independent draws in the business. Not bad for 
someone without a WWE contract. (8) 

Mark Magnus: This talented guy had it all and 
then threw it all away for a chick. Magnus was a 
mainstay in OVW until his valet, Nikita, lost a 
loser-leavesOVW match—and he abruptly left 
with her. Don’t worry, though, Magnus is foo smart 
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to walk away from glory. He'll be back. (3) 
Chris Cage: This tag team specialist has limitless 
potential. He and his Adrenaline pariner, Tank 
Toland, dominated the OVW tag title division. Still 
waiting for that call from the WWE office to assign 
him to the main roster, however. Once he finds the 
perfect pariner, he will. (6) 

Shark Bey: What does this guy have to do to get 
respect from the TNA office? The finned phenom 
has won over TNA fans with his goofy antics, and 
the critics with his impressive aerial attacks. Is time 
for someone with the last name Jarrett fo take him 
seriously. (6) 

Carly Colom: The son of Carlos breezed his 
way through OVW with the help of his manag- 
er, Kenny Bolin, He'll have debuted for Smack- 
down by the time you read this. 
Who is “Caribbean Cool”? It’s 
Carly. (8) 

Aaron Stevens: This tall, 
strapping lad has come a long 
way from his Chaotic Wres- 
tling days. He's learned a lot 
from his Jersey Crew partner, 
Nova, and it's only enhanced 
his chances to make it to the 
main WWE roster. He's finally 
coming into his own with his 
character and his skills. Give 
him another year, and he could 
be spectacular. (8) 

Dragon Kid: This Ultimo Drag- 
on namesake became the most 
popular wrestler in Toryumon, 
splitting his time between Ja- 
pan and Mexico. He also won 
the 2004 El Numero Uno Tour- 
nament. With his unique style, 
ifs amazing the WWE hasn't 
reached out fo him. (6) 

B.J. Whitmer: He and pariner 
Dan Maff rose from the death 
of The Prophecy in ROH to be- 
come one of the most dominant 
fag teams around. He has also 
emerged as one of the more in- 
demand wrestlers on the North 


American indy scene, winning tiles almost every- 
where he goes. (7) 

Jimmy Rave: This NWA Wildside standout has 
made some strides this year. He put up a good 
showing in Ring of Honor and Combat Zone 
Wrestling, but didn’t make that big leap fo nation- 
al acclaim. Give him one more year to flourish. (5) 
Josh Baniels: This Chris Benoit-styled power- 
house is fast becoming one of the top American 
wrestlers in Japan's Zero-One. Over there, he’s 
known as “The Elvis” and carries a guitar fo the 
ring. Over here, he’s known as “Dynamite” be- 
cause he resembles Dynamite Kid in both looks 
and ability. He's quietly becoming one of the 
breakout stars of the American indy scene.

B-Boy: This West Coast darling won CZW’s Best 
of the Best Tournament in 2003 and emerged as 
the top contender fo the ironman title. When he's 
not thrilling CZW fans, he’s touring Europe, where 
he’s a big hit. (5) 

Mike Kruel: “The Shooter” found himself in the 
Super 8 Tournament with his back on the mat in 
the semis, thanks to Christopher Daniels. Kruel 
then voluntarily forfeited the ECWA heavyweight 
tile—a mistake. His honor left him a contender. 
WWE noticed him, and Kruel found himself in sev- 
eral dark matches as well as a match against JBL 
on Smackdown. (7) 

Alex Arion: After gaining some fame in the 2003 
Super 8 Tournament, “The Golden Greek” re- 
turned to the New England area. While he has 
wrestled some matches for Ring of Honor and 
WWE, he really hasn't made much of an attempt 
to break out from his home promotion of NWA 
New England. (4) 

Tyson Dux: It was looking as if Tyson would have 
a banner year: He was steadily appearing in 
TNA, for WWE in dark matches, and was select 
ed fo compete in the Super 8 Tournament. Then he 
wrestled Mark Jindrak and tore his ACL. Suddenly, 
Tyson was out of the Super 8 and undergoing sur- 
gery. He's out of action until November 2004. (3) 
Afa It: Afa Jr’s making quite a name for himself, 
but is not in wrestling. He's currently a linebacker 
for the University of Connecticut, where he’s a 
freshman. His power and agility will be an asset 
on the gridiron just as they are in the ring. He still 
intends to wrestle whenever possible. (2) 

Sedrick Strong: Since the 2003 Super 8 Tour- 
nament, the other Strong brother hasn't ventured 
foo far from Florida, but that doesn’t mean he’s not 
as good as—if not better than—his brother, Rod- 
erick. He's wrestled several times for TNA, but has 
yet to make a move to the regular roster. (3) 
Jimmy Snuka Jr: Just like his dod, Snuka Jr’s 
future lies with WWE. He's currently in OVW 
pulting the finishing touches on his new gimmick, 
which will likely debut before the start of 2005.
